ceive its permission to go on with the 
explorations. The government obliged 
the explorers to hand over twcnthirds of 
whatever relics were found in these old 
buried encampments of a forgotten peo- 
ple to the Turkish Museum, Dr. Schlie- 
mann receiving one-third as his share, 
and all the expense. It may not be the 
highest ambition in the world to go in 
this search for the hidden treasures of 
time, buried before history was written, 
but this is a helpful story all the same. 
Poverty, ill-health and adverse surround- 
ings, all were conquered by this puny boy. 
He struck his levels early in life for what 
he meant to do, and he succeeded. He 
lived sparely and Studied hard, and wealth 
poured in upon him, and he lived sparely 
and worked hard at fifty when he began 
to invade the sleepy old Trojan plain.

THE HI8TOEY OP ZEKO. 


"Zero" on the common thermometer, 


like the fanciful names of the constella- 
tions, is a curious instance of the way 
wise men's errors are made immortal by 
becoming popular. 
It may be worth 


while to say that the word itself (zero) 
comes to us through the Spanish from the 
Arabic and means empty—hence, no- 
thing. In expressions like "90 degrees 
Fahr.," the abbreviation "Fahr." stands 
for Fahrenheit, a Prussian merchant of 
Dantzic, on the Baltic Sea. II is full name 
was Gabriel Daniel Fahrenheit. 


From a boy he was a close observer of 


nature, and when only nineteen years old, 
in the remarkable cold winter of 1709, he 
experimented by putting snow and salt 
together, and noticed that it produced a 
degree of cold equal to the coldest day of 
the year, and that day was the coldest one 
that the oldest inhabitants could remem- 
ber. Gabriel was the more struck with 
the coincidence of hi* little scientific dis- 
covery, and hastily concluded that he had 
found the lowest degree of temperature 
known in the world, either natural or arti- 
ficial. He called the degree zero, and 
constructed a thermometer,or rude weath- 
er glass, with a scale graduating up 'urn 
zero to boiling point, which he numbered 
212, and the freezing point 32, becuise, 
as he thought, mercury contracted thiity- 
two degrees of its volume on being cooled 
down from the temperature of freezing 
water to zero, and expanded one hundred 
and eighty on being heated from the 
freeeing to the boiling point. 


Time showed that this arrangement 


instead of being truly scientific; was as 
arbitrary as the division of the Bible into 
verses and cli ipters, and that these two 
points no more represented the real ex- 
tremes of temperature than "from Dan to 
Beersheba" oxpres&ed the exact extremes 
of Palestine. 


But Fahrenheit's thermometer had been 


widely adopted .with its 
inconvenient 


scale, and none thought of any better un- 
til his name became SP- authority, for 
Fahrenheit finally abandoned trade and 
gave himself up to sciencei' "

a great extent, but something more will 
be necessary before the public will be 
free from danger from trains running 
through the town at the rate of fifty miles 
an hour 


It is not for us to suggest the remedy. 


We desire only to call to the attention of 
the Borough Council, which has authority 
in the matter, that there is a demand for 
better protection for the traveling public, 
and an attempt should be made, at least, 
to ascertain what means are necessary for 
the protection of the public, and once as- 
certained the Council should insist upon 
it that the railroad company adopt such 
precautions M they suggest. No doubt 
the railroad company will comply with all 
reasonable requests made looking toward 
the lessening of accidents, for it is evi- 
dently the wish of the company, from 
self-interest, af from no other motive, to 
do all m their power to prevent loss of 
life or damage to property of any kind by 
the trains.

at least one statement about the approach- 
ing administration of President Garfield.

—The case of Senator Eckley B. Coxe,

Few persons will be 
found to dissent from the Philadelphia 
Preit, v hich thus comments on the mat- 
ter : "To many it will no doubt seem that 
Mr. Coxe is putting a strained construc- 
tion upon the law. Firmly conscious that 
he has expended not a dollar In the cam- 
paign fur improper purposes, he finds he 
can not swear that he has limited his dis- 
bursements to those expenses expressly 
'authorized by law.' An examination of 
the list of his expenditures shows that he 
did not go beyond the usual expenses 
which, whether authorized by law or not, 
have become absolutely necessary to the 
efficient conduct of a campaign. 
Still it 


is undeniable that the act of Assembly 
does mil expressly tolerate them. The 
prevailing practice of loosely construing 
laws to mean anything and everything is 
the readiest way possible to make them 
thoroughly ineffective to correct any evil 
or promote any good. Mr. Coxe is a 
Democrat, which makes his case even 
more remarkable. 
The Pennsylvania 


Legislature needs just such a man, and 
we hope that his constituency in Luzerne 
county will not permit him to return to 
private life. He can readily be qualified 
by • re-election for taking the oath which 
now bars his legislative career."

presume there is scarcely a doubt that if 
Mr. Coxe has not construed the law too 
stricth, there are few if any members of 
the Legislature who did not violate their 
oaths in qualifying themselves as mem- 
bers.

.0 be sworn, and made a statement in ex- 
ilanation of his refusal. He said that he 
rod not been aware that the effect of the 
oath was so stringent as it is until he ex- 
amined the act of 1874, passed to ex- 
aressly declare A'hat were authorized ex- 
jenses. These were limited by the act 
:o expenses for printing, travelling, and 
disseminating information to the public 
wlitical meetings, demonstrations, and 
conventions. He had devoted money to 
;he usual election expenses, and thought 
it was not used to currupt voters; it was 
spent for other purposes than those ex- 
pressly authorized by the act; hence he 
could not c onscientiously take the consti- 
tutional oath. 


—The chances of Mr. Grow being 


elected Senator from Pennsylvania ore not 
very bright, but there is still a chance 
that a man may be chosen who will be a 
representative whom the State may feel 
some pride in. We have nothing to say 
derogatory to Mr. Oliver, who seems to 
have the inside track, but we do not be- 
lieve that he is by any means the man 
the people of the commonwealth would 
elect Senator if the election was left to 
the popular vote. Mr. Grow is the favor- 
ite of the people, and if he shall be de- 
feated there will be general dissatisfac- 
tion in all parts of the State.

The bill of indictment contained 
bur charges, namely : Executed conspir- 
acy, unexecuted conspiracy, forging the 
iVhitaker will and publishing it. 
Aaron 


Thompson' counsel for William R. Dick- 
erson, entered a plea of not guilty, and 
le also filed a special plea to the effect 
that the will alleged to be forged was not 
a forgery at all, but the true and genuine 
will of Robert Whitaker. Joel M. Van- 
arsdalen pleaded his own case. He made 
a motion asking District Attorney Gra- 
lam to furnish him with a bill of partic- 
ulars, but after some discussion the mo- 
ion was overruled as being premature. 
Vanardsdalen then demurred to the in- 
dictment on technical grounds, and after 
argument the demurrer was overruled. 
William F. Johnson appeared as counsel 
or Pulte, and asked that the name of a 
responsible prosecutor be indorsed upon 
the indictment. 
Mr. Graham replied 


that he was not officially informed who 
;hc presecutor was, and Judge Finletter 
said that the defendant might call wit- 
nesses to establish who the prosecutor 


was. 
After the reading of the transcript 


from the Magistrate who had bound the 
defendants over, the Judge refused the 
motion for the indorsement of the prose- 
cutor. Vanarsdalen renewed his motion 
for a bill of particulars, but the District 
Attorney argued that the bill of indict- 
ment was specific enough, and contained 
all the information which the defendants 
were entitled to, and the Court refused 
the application. 
The District Attorney 


then insisted that the defendants should 
plead. 
Thereupon Pulte pleaded not 


guilty, and Vanarsdalen did the same, 
subject, however, to the objections which 
he had taken to the ruling of the Court. 
Jndge Finletter struck out all the words 
after the words "not guilty" from this 
latter plea. With respect to the special 
plea of Dickerson, the District Attorney 
moved to strike out all after the words 
"not guilty." 
After argument, this mo- 


lion was granted, the Court, however, 
giving Dickerson's counsel the right to 
file the special plea provided he could 
produce authorities in support of that 
right. Each of the defendants thus hav- 
ing pleaded not guilty, Mr. Graham said 
he would try the case as early as it was 
practicable for him to do so, but he could 
not go on immediataly with the trial be- 
cause, as the Court knew, this was his 
first day in office, and as the testimony in 
the case was very voluminous, it would 
take some time to make preparation for 
trial. 
He thought he could go on with 


the case in February, and this being as- 
sented to, the matter went over until that 
time, with the understanding that the 
defendants have a week or ten days' no- 
tice of the fixing or a particular day for 
trial.

—The population of the United States 


according to the recent bulletin of Gen- 
eral Walker is 50,152,556. This includes 
some estimates, but will probably not 
vary materially from the final summing- 
up. It is several hundred thousand larger 
than the earlier unofficial estimates, but 
tells practically the same story. 
While 


every State and Territory shows an in- 
crease, the States north and east of the 
Ohio and Potomac, excepting Michigan, 
fall below the average for the whole Uni- 
on, while the total South and the States 
and Territories west of the Mississippi 
have gone rapidly ahead. 
The total in- 


crease to our population is 11,594,188, or 
30.8 per cent. 
This is the largest abso- 


lute increase of any decade yet, but the 
percentage of increase prior to 1860 was 
35 per cent, for each ten years succeed- 
ing 1790, at which time the population 
was 3,929,214. 


—Bishop Elder, of Cincinnati, advises 


Roman Catholic parents to give their 
children full Christian names, and not ab- 
breviations or pet names. If they please 
to make use of these familiarly in the 
family, it is well enough. But when a 
young girl is growing up, it is not well to 
allow every young man that speaks to her 
to use a pet name as if he were as inti- 
mate as her brother. 
Although this is 


only a little matter in itself, it contrib- 
utes its share toward lessening the maid- 
enly reserve which is so beautiful and so 
serviceable an ornament.

Still there is much talk of a dark 
horse. There is no reasonable doubt that 
Grow is beaten. 


—In Cincinnati $300,000 was sub- 


scribed a few minutes after the opening 
of the books, last week, for the formation 
of a company to introduce Mi-xim's Elec- 
tric Light into Cincinnati, Covingtonanc 
Newport. 
It is proposed to begin by 


lighting manufactories and >;isd with pri- 
vate houses. Tliis is the initial move- 
ment for the introduction of the electric 
light for public and genera' purposes. 


OOVEBKOR HOYTR KKMAQK.

The message of Governor Hoyt, sent to 


he Legislature on Tuesday, has been re- 
ceived. It begins by referring to the 
;rowth and power of the people of tlu- 
State, and then instructs the members 
as to the duties required of them. 


The receipts at the State Treasury 


rom December 1st, 1879, to November 
80th, 1880, were $6,720,334.47, and the 
disbursements during the same time were 
$6,820,119.49. For the year ending No- 
•ember 30th, 1881, the estimated reve- 
nues are to the General Fund, $3,244,- 
000; to the Sinking Fund, $2,160,000 , 
total, $5,404,000. 


The estimated expenses for the same 


leriod are, from the General Fund, $4,- 
015,000, from the Sinking Fund, f 1,- 
384,988.50; total, $5,399,988.50. This 
will leave a deficit in the General Fund 
of $771,000. There is a present deficit 
n appropriations unpaid of $1,043,000. 
Deficiency to be provided for in 
1881, 


$1,814,000. 


On the subject of education he suggests 


.hat the debt of the normal schools be 
raid off and no further aid from the State 
should be expected. In the Soldiers' Or- 
)hans Schools there are 2,580 children, 
and the sum needed for their support for 
the next two years is $700,000. In al- 
uding to the penal institutions of the 
State, the Governor holds to the belief 
that those of a reformatory character 
iromise to be the most effective instru- 
ments in the diminution of crime. 
He 


asks for the adoption of some plan to re- 
lieve the poor-houses of the State of 
children, the expense of which should be 
borne by local boards. He compliments 
the management of the bureau of indus- 
trial statistics, and asks for an appropria- 
tion sufficient to insure correct and com- 
plete results. On the subject of freight 
discrimination, he reviews the legislation 
of the past, and in order that all shippers 
in the State may be in condition to have 
the protection of statute law, it is urged 
that the Legislature enact the necessary 
legislation, so that the provisions of the 
constitution may be placed in reach of 
execution by the court over all transport- 
ation companies in all places and in all 
interests. 


In discussing municipal government he 


refers to the report of the^commission of 
1876-77, and hopes that the labors of the 
commission will not be lost. The Na- 
tional Guard are complimented, and the 
results of the encampments of last year 
commended, as suggesting that sufficient 
pay should be allowed officers and men 
for their detention in camp for not less 
than one week annually. 
The second 


geological survey, the State Board oi 
Agriculture, and the State fisheries are 
briefly and favorably alluded to. 
On the 


subject of bogus diplomas he recommends 
the adoption of a system of registration 
of medical diplomas. 
The Governor also 


recommends the bi-centennial of Penn's 
arrival in Philadelphia and Yorktown 
centennial to the consideration of the 
Legislature. The message concludes with 
an appropriate reference to the deaths ol 
ex-Governor William Bigler and Judge 
Warren J. Woodward.

HOME STUDY FOR TOVHO MEN 


The "Society to Encourage Study at 


Home," for the purpose of affording aid 
and counsel to young women, who may 
desire to pursue certain courses of study 
by themselves, has proven so successful, 
and has been attended with such evi- 
pences of usefulness, that it has very nat- 
urally suggested the organization of a 
"Young Men's Society for Home Stndy." 
Five courses are laid down at first, con- 
sisting of. 1, American arid English His- 
tory ; 2, English Literature, 3, German 
Literature ; 4, National Science, with the 
three sections of Botany, Zoology and 
Geology ; 5, Mathematics. Each depart- 
ment is to be under the direction of a 
competent head, who will superintend the 
work done ; and each member joining the 
society will be assigned to a correspon- 
dent in the course chosen. It is proposed 
to give but a small number of members 
to each correspondent, in order to secure 
as much direct personal care as possible 
The fee is two dollars a year, to cover 
postage, printing and other expenses. It 
embraces a lending library of the more 
expensive and inaccessible books, and it 
is hoped that this may be established from 
the start. The experiment has been so 
thoroughly tried in the case of the young 
women's society, that there can be little 
doubt that this society will be equally, il 
not more successful than the other, since 
it will have the benefit of the experience 
of the latter. The same gentleman, Dr. 
Samuel Eliot, is at the head of both so- 
cieties ; and in order to give as wide a 
scope as possible, the advisory commit- 
tee contains names from different sec- 
tions, including Oliver Wendell Holmes 
H. W, Longfellow, W. D. Howells, Ar- 
thur Oilman, Charles Dudley Warner, 
John Hay, W. B. Rogers, Lloyd P 
Smith, Justin Winsor, and others. The 
simple plan of friendly correspoedence 
between students and capable masters, is 
most fruitful, and, as has been aptly said 
it blesses both the giver and receiver, 
The young men of the country cannot too 
highly appreciate the great advantages 
this society opens to them. We wish 
every success possible to the movement, 
which is, without doubt, destined to give 
a noble impulse, and be of untold benefit 
to the life of many a young man. A pro- 
gram of studies in the four courses, 
enumerated above, with the society's 
rules, etc., can be obtained upon appli- 
cation to the Secretary, Frederick Gard- 
ner, Jr., Cambridge, Mass.

—The new justice of the Supreme 


Court, Hon. W. B. Woods, for the past 
'ourteen years has been a resident of the 
South and judge of the Fifth judicial dis- 
,rict, his circuit embracing the States of 
jeorgia, Alabama and Louisiana. Judge 
Woods was born in Newark, Ohio, was 
graduated from Yale college, and repre- 
senting Licking county in the legislature, 
of which in 1858 he was chosen speaker. 
In 1801 he enlisted, and was chosen lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Seventy-sixth regi- 
ment, Ohio volunteers. He afterwards 
became its colonel, and commanded it in 
some of more important battles of the 
war. At the time of Lee's surrender ho 
was a major general of volunteers. When 
it was supposed thai, his nomination to 
the Supreme Court would be opposed be- 
cause of his Ohio birth, the Southein bar 
almost unanimously memorialized the 
Senate in favor of his confirmation. None 
but an honest and able man could have 
won such distinction. Judge Woods is 
represented to be a gentleman of fine 
presence, possessed of great native dig- 
nity, and the dispenser of an elegant hos- 
pitality at his Atlanta home. 


—The story is current in Harlem that 


an old man resident was almost the vic- 
tim of internal combustion a few days 
ago. 
He was suffering from rheumatism, 


and was told that kerosene oil taken in- 
ternally would relieve him. He swallow- 
ed a wineglassful, and soon feeling bet- 
ter, filled his pipe for a comfoi table 
smoke. As he lighted it he saw a blue 
flame playing between tlie match and his 
lips, and felt a stinging &ensation within 
his mouth and throat. 
Hastily blowing 


on the match his breatli ignited and a 
ribbon of the flame extended the distance 
of a yard from his lips, while the burning 
within increased. He immediately closed 
his mouth, and placed his fingers on his 
nostrils, thus extinguishing the flame. 
He believes that but for his presence of 
mind he would have met a horrible death. 


—A singular accident occurred in a 


kindling wood factory in New York the 
other day. A circular saw, which was 
making 800 revolutions a minute, sud- 
denly split and one of the fragments 
struck a steam boiler near by, making a 
rent from which the steam rushed and 
fatally scalded the man who was tending 
the saw-. The accident threw the balance 
wheel out of gear, whereupon it broke 
into several pieces and went whirling in 
every direction. 
One piece, weighing 


ten pounds, flew out of the roof and out 
of sight in the air, coming down in an 
apartment in a neighboring street, nar- 
rowly escaping a fall upon the heads of a 
woman and her child, who were within a 
few- feet of where it struck.

Verdict or Ibe Curouer'a Jury. 


The coroner's jury investigating the 


late railroad accident, licld its final ses- 
sion on last Friday evening. J. D. Hep- 
pard, of Bristol, was called and testified 
that on the morning of the accident he 
heard the bell of the engine ringing and 
saw the headlight of the approaching 
train. 
G. M. Dorrance was recalled, and 


in answer to an inquiry, stated that the 
rule of the company forbidding one train 
to puss a station while another train was 
taking on or discharging passengers, was 
absolute. 
The witnesses then retired, 


and the jury, after much deliberation, 
rendered the following verdict upon tho 
death of George Wave, Andrew O'Don- 
nell and Patrick Huston . 


"While we recognize the act of at- 


tempting to cross a railroad track with- 
out being mindful of an approaching 
train as excessively careless, yet we find 
that the engineer of train No. 10, east- 
bound, on the morning of December 21st, 
1880, censurable on account of having 
violated a rule of the company that for- 
bids a train to pass while another passen- 
ger tiain is at the station. But inasmuch 
as there is no waiting-room on the west 
side of the railroad, thus necessitating 
passengers to cross the track on the ar- 
rival of the west-bound train, and the 
additional fact of suffering trains to pass 
while a passenger train is at the station, 
we regard as great negligence deserving 
censure. We therefore recommend the 
erection of a suitable building for the ac- 
commodation of passengers desiring to 
take the west-bound train, and also that 
signals be placed at proper distances from 
the station to notify engineers of ap- 
proaching trains as to whether there is a 
passenger train at the station or not."

ployed for mroving grease or other 
stains from clothing, cloves, etc.; it 
should never bo used at night, nor at any 
other time near a fire. Kther is another 
dangerous liquid, and in other than the 
physician's hands it had best not be em- 
ployed in the household. Alcobol must 
also be used with great care, especially 
at night.

cupful of water, warm or cold, and swal- 
lowed instantly. It b scarcely down be- 
fore it begins to come up, bringing vith 
it tbe remaining contents of the stom- 
ach; and lest there be any remnant of the 
poison, however small, let the white of an 
egg or a tablet.poonful of strong coffee 
be swallowed as soon as the stomach is 
quiet, because these very common articles 
nullify a large number of virulent poisons.

ground mustard, one ounce each of mace, 
nutmeg, cayenne and allspice, one gallon 
of eider vinegar, eight or nine garlic 
cloves, fifteen large lemons. Slice the 
lemons.; add tlie other ingredients, let 
simmer from twenty to thirty minutes, 
place in a covered jar; stir every day for 
neven or eight weeks, strain, then bottle, 
cork ami seal. 


CHOCOLATE CARAMELS.—Take 1 cup 


sweet milk, 1 cup molassns, Ii cup 
brown sugar. 
Koil together fifteen min- 


utes, then add butter the sizeofalurge 
walnut, rolled in a tablespoonful of flour. 
in the meantime, melt a half cake of Ba- 
ker's chocolate, add to it the other ingre- 
dients, and boil till thick ;. then add one 
large tablespooirful of vanilla. Try it as 
molasses candy , and when boiled enough, 
butter so ne pans and pour in. When 
nearly cold, cross it off into little squares. 


Swiss PVDDIVO.—Sift together half a 


pound of flour, 1 heaping teaspoonful of 
baking powder imd 1 of salt, rub togeth- 
er 4 ounce* of granulated sugar and 2 
ounces of butter, and when they are well 
mixed, so as to be granular, but not 
creamy, add the flour gradually until .all 
if >i§ed, make a hollow in the middle of 
the flour, put into it 1 egg, half a tea- 
spoonful of lemon flavoring and half a 
pint of milk; mix to a smooth paste, put 
uto well buttered and floured mou'd, and 
set this into a large pot with boiling wa- 
ter enough to come two-thirds up the 
aide of the mould, steam the pudding 
three-quarters of on hour, or until a 
broom-splint can be run into it without 
finding tbe pudding sticking to the splint. 
Turn the pudding out of the mould and 
send it to table with the following 
mice: Stir together over the fire 1 ounce 
each of flour and butter; as soon as they 
are smooth pour into them half a pint of 
boiling milk; add 2 ounces of sugar and 
half a teaspoonftil of lemon* flavoring, 
and use with the pudding as soon as it 
boils up.
